Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to the specification raises the issue of new matter because, contrary to applicant's assertion, 
figure 1 as originally filed does not clearly show the loading station and the heating and cooling plates disposed along a linear axis parallel 
to the rails of the internal handling system. Figure 1 is a perspective view looking at the invention from an angle above and to the left and 
in no way, absent an explicit teaching in the specification or claims as originally filed, can be seen as disclosing these components as now 
described. The amendments to claim 17 raise new issues in that even though they overcome the 112/1 rejection, they do not clearly place 
the application in condition for allowance. It is unclear if the amendments to claim 17 overcome the previous 103 rejection and even if they 
did, further consideration and/or searching would be required.
